The City Housing and Rent

insurance, and up to four years in college or al- 
most any other kind of school. From many 
states they have received bonuses, tax exemp- 
tions, job preferences, and home and farm loans. 

Federal benefits to veterans now are running 


at the rate of 11 billion dollars and consume 


more than one-fourth of the budget. How much 
more can the Government afford?

Full of Comment. 


The report was put together by 
intelligence agents of Maj. Gen. 
Charles A. Willoughby. who has 
been head of Gen. cArthur’s 
G-2 (intelligence) division through 
the war and in the occupation of 
Japan.

50 per cent. 

The Cardinals contended in re- 
buttal, it was learned, that their 
use of Sportsman’s Park, which 
the club has rented gin 920, did 
not require more 
personnel. It was re tur- 
ther that the Redbirds pointed out 
that the Browns would have to 
pay stand-by crews if the Na- 
tional League club weren't using 
the park in the American League 
neighbors’ absence. 

Last season the Redbirds paid 
about $65,000 as their share of 
groundskeeping, cleaning the 
stands, etc. 

Concessions Equipment. 

The Browns also were under- 
stood to have requested that the 
Cardinals pay for new facilities 
and equipment made necessary 


when the Browns last year sold | 


their concessions to the J 
brothers, breaking away from the 
long-time St. Louis method of 
both clubs selling their hot odgs, 
soft drinks and other comm 
products from the same storehouse 
and under one manager.

a crackling good war drama, forceful and completely absorbing. 
The film, which opened today at LOEW'S STATE, is the best 
Hollywood's biggest studio has turned out in a long time and 
gives a decided boost to Gable’s sagging prestige. 

“The movie, as did the play, humanizes generals, too often 
superficially classified in the public mind as poster heroes, 
strutting martinets or villains as the case may be. It illuminates 
the pressures, the conflicts, the terrible responsibility in lives, 
the personal element, that enter into the making of big military 
decisions. And it does it with lucidity and tautness, dialogue 
that strikes sparks, and tension that builds into explosive pro- 
portions. Without, in a story of air warfare, showing a single 
afr battle, although a returning riddled B-17 is shown crashing 
in a gripping scene. Hollywood, which often has exhibited 
some notable and exciting scenes of air combat, some of them 
real, has usually been at its best in terms of physical action 
in depicting warfare. But here it comes to grips with the 
intellect at work in war, probing motivation and logic. 


It is the story of Brig. Gen. Casey Dennis, in command 
of an American bomber force in England, who is deter- 
mined to eliminate three German jet-plane factories, in spite 
of appalling losses in bombing them. He knows the jet planes, 
whep produced in quantity, will turn the tide of air command 
back to the Germans and result in ghastly losses for the Allied 
forces in the forthcoming invasion of the Continent. He sticks 
stubbornly to his decision in spite of a threat by a war corre- 
spondent to attack him as a butcher seeking to glorify himself, 
the pressure of a superior who is concerned with the fate of 
the whole campaign of daylight bombing if the American pub- 
lic reacts too violently against the losses, and the badgering 
at the political-minded Congressman. Finally he is made the 
sacrificial goat and relieved of his command. But the general 
who relieves him has so felt the impact of his irrefutable logic 
that he has no choice but to carry on the bombing. 


There are several strong portrayals, equally good, by Gable 
as Gen. Dennis, Walter Pidgeon as his superior, Brian Don- 
levy as a Pentagon general, Charles Bickford as a war cor- 
fespondent, and Edward Arnold as the Congressman, Van 
Johnson offers some mild comedy relief as a slick sergeant, 
perhaps not as bright as in the play but still amusing.

of course also plays low, and 
South must put up the ace or lose 
to the 10; if the second honor is 
led from dummy, East covers and 
establishes his partner’s 10.
